over town. '“If the ball playing 
i s 
impeding 
traffic 
jr 
harrassing people, it is a direct 
violation of \ state statute, not 
a city ordinance, and this in­ 
volves a state law.** Malson 
said. 
Mrs. Greenwood was told that 
the best way for her to stop 
the bail, playing' is file charges 
with the prosecuting attorney. 
Mr. Barada appeared before 
the board to ask for a pay raise 
for the office of City Court 
judge and the City Court secre­ 
tary.

Barada was told that the only 
way his salary could be raised 
is for it to be put into the 
budget for 1975.

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Frank McGee, 
Newscaster, 
Dies Today 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Frank 
W. McGee, host of the National 
Broadcasting Co.’s “Today’* 
tele vision show, died of pneu­ 
monia this morning, the net­ 
work said. He was 52. 
He had been failing health for 
many months, the network 
said, and last appeared on the 
air Thursday, entering Co­ 
lumbia Presbyterian Hospital 
the next day. 
A native of Louisiana, McGee 
joined NBC in 1957 and soon 
became the network's No.l 
space reporter. He conducted 
NBC’s “1.1th. Hour .News’* and 
‘The Frank McGee Report” 
before succeeding Hugh Downs 
on “Today,” an early morning 
program, in 1971. He also was 
'the author of a book of short 
stories, “They Don’t Make 
Depressions Like That Any 
More.” 
He is survived by his wile, 
Nealta, and two children.

Penn Central’s Delinquent $47,091 Tax Here Only Peanuts; State Total Is $31.8 Million

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Tax­ 
payers in 16 Indiana counties 
are probably just as glad the 
bankrupt Penn Central Railroad 
does not operate in their areas. 
If it did, the 16 would join 
the other 76 which are owned 
almost $32: million in the last 
five years in taxes. 
The bankrupt line has not pai 
any property, real estate, ditch 
or conservancy district taxes 
since it wras billed, for its two 
1969 instalments due in 1970. 
By the time 1972 taxes, pay­ 
able the following year, w e r e 
mailed, the once might and pro­ 
fitable road owed $21,190,134 in 
the 76 counties. 
Only Brown, Crawford, Dubois, 
H a it is on, H unting ton, La w r en ce 


Martin, Monroe, Ohio, Orange, 
Perry Spencer, Switzerland, Un­ 
ion, Vermilion and Washington 
Counties has no assessm e n t s 
against the Penn Central. 
Lake County Leader 
Lake County delinquent taxes 
led the list for the 1969 through 
1972 tax duns. They totaled, $3,- 
273.081, while Marion had $1,- 
971,500, and Elkhart $1,044,915. 
Wells County had the lowest 
tax assessment against P e n n 
Central of any of the 76—-$167. 
Yearly, the railroad’s tax bill 
has been increasing at an aver­ 
age rate of nearly $5.3 million, 
exclusive of any delinquent pen­ 
alties, which would greatly in­ 
crease the total Thus the taxes 
against Penn Central total an 


estimated $31.8 million through 
1974, payable in 1975. 
Had the company paid its bills, 
property taxes of other proper­ 
ty owners in, the 76 counties, 
would have been smaller during 
each year. The extent of the 
decrease would be dependent 
upon, the taxing district’s pro­ 
perty assessment and the amou 
of taxes against the railroad. 
Under federal bankruptcy re­ 
gulations, the Penn Central is 
exempt from paying local pro­ 
perty taxes, but must pay other 
such as withholding taxes and 
some use taxes, a spokesman 
for the Indiana atoraey gener 
al* office said. 
Liens Filed in 76 
The office has filed tax liens 
against the railroad in each of 


the 76 counties and the respec­ 
tive county treasurers and audi­ 
tors have entered judgments 
against the Penn Central fo r 
taxes it owes, plus penalties an 
interest. 
The spokesman said he doubt­ 
ed the Penn Central would ever 
be required to pay the penalties 
and interest whenever it is re­ 
organized under either the bank­ 
ruptcy act of the proposed re­ 
gional reorganization act being 
■considered toy Congress. 
“Eventually, we will get some 
thing, but how much 1 can’t 
say,” he added. Similar action 
has been taken against the Erie- 
Lackawanna Railroad, which al 
has become bankrupt.

Every now and then some recipes are given 
that must be shared. One is this recipe for 
Happiness. 
Take two heaping cups of patience, one 
heart full of love, two hands full of generosity, 
one dash of laughter, one head full of 
understanding. Sprinkle generously with 
kindness. Add plenty of faith and mix well. 
Spread over a lifetime and serve to 
everybody you meet. 
Ruth Underwood at the Durbin Hotel gave 
this recipe for a quick casserole to serve as an 
hors d’oeuvres or as a main luncheon dish. 
Cut the crust from four slices of bread, Place 
in a casserole. Cover with thick slices of 
Velvetta cheese. Beat an egg in milk Cover 
bread with the egg milk mixture and bake in 
an oven at 350 degrees until it puffs up and is 
golden brown. 
Sylvia Payne uses this recipe for a Cheese 
Soup. She serves it with hoi muffins, a fresh 
fruit salad with a special salad dressing The 
soup or chowder should be served hot. This 
recipe serves four 
2 cups of raw potatoes 
3 4 cup of diced onions 
4 cup of diced celery 
24 teaspoons salt 
24 cups of boiling water 
Boil all ingredients until tender 
Melt four tablespoons butter and stir in 4 
tablespoons of flour and 4 teaspoon pepper 
4 teaspoon dry mustard 
14 teaspoon 
Worchester sauce and 2 cups of milk When 
thick, add V4 pound of sharp cheese. Add this 
to the vegetables Just before serving add 1 
can of potatoes and one tablespoon of finely 
minced parsley or 1 tablespoons of dehydrat­ 
ed parsley. This is a chowder that is filling 
but most attractive to serve for a special 
luncheon. 
When you want something to serve that is 
different and quickly prepared try serving 
blue cheese over pre-packaged biscuits. 
Cut the biscuits in quarters. Melt V« cup of 
margarine with, three tablespoons of blue 
cheese. Dip the biscuit bits into the mixture, 
so they are well coated. Arrange in two 
baking dishes. Just before serving bake in a 
hot oven (400 degrees) for 15 minutes or until 
golden brown. This makes about 40. 
When I was in college someone gave me a 
recipe for a lemon mystery pudding. It forms 
a soft sponge cake on top and a delicious 
lemon sauce underneath. 
1 cup of sugar 
24 cups of flour 
Juice of one lemon 
2 eggs yolks beaten 
3/4 cup of milk 
2 tablespoons melted butter 
2 egg whites beaten stiff 
Mix the sugar with flour. Add lemon juice 
and beaten egg yolks. Mix in milk and melted 
butter. Add the beaten egg whites last. Bake 
for 30 minutes. Place in pan of hot water. Do 
not open the door of the oven while baking,

Testament believer discovers that a great 
deal of the world's philosophy cannot be 
rejected by the church But the basic 
difference in Christianity and other religions, 
between a worldly philosophy and the Gospel 
of Christ, centers in the emphasis on ability 
World religions 
and so much of our 
so « ailed Christianity 
has been based on 
what is called “self realization " It contains a 
lot of swaggering and boasting about the 
accomplishments of man We hear a great 
deal about “the great American society” - 
one that we create ourselves. We talk about 
“ war on poverty’ and “generations of 
peace” brought about by our own ability 
But while the world’s religion is self-center­ 
ed self-realized, the Christian’s religion is a 
Christ-realization, a Christ-centered experi­ 
ence. The religion that trusts in the unaided 
abilities of man proves far too anemic to cope 
with life’s cruel realities. There is a stubborn 
malignancy of sin, the tragic fact of 
suffering, and the grim certainty of death. 
Human strength alone is insufficient to meet 
these forces. But the writers of the New 
Testament confronted the disabilities of man 
with the possibilities of God. They were not 
intoxicated with a sense of their own 
self-importance. But rather they were 
amazed at the divine ability. Instead of 
saying, ‘‘We are able,” their cry was, ‘‘He is 
able.”

vancement of Colored People, 
of which he was a member of 
the Board of Directors, and the 
Indiana Council of Churches.
